The 
m aggots which soon hatch carry 
tens of millions of bacteria In their 
systems, Dr. G reenberg said. 
But by the tim e the larva has 
formed its hard outer case, it has 
rid itself of about 90 per cent of 
this bacterial load. 
When the fly finally emerges, It 
carried with it about 1,000 bac­ 
teria—five hundred on its surface 
and a sim ilar num ber internally.
